_ FALL OF RTvEPS. 
ITS WORLD SIGNIFICANCE, 


[By ARCHIBALD BURD.] 


The downfal) of tbe greal armanwnt 
firin founded by Friedrich Krupp rather 
over. a century ago, in fact, just, before 
the, Battle of Waterloo, is an event of 
world-wide significance. 1t was the child 
at Prussianism, and aupplies the classic 
iltustration of the fruits of Government- 
controlled works for the ereation of muni. 
tions of war. Nominally, it was a private 
‘company, but in effect i, Wag & depart- 
ment of gho Government. lt was thought 
no shame that the Kaiser himself should! 


by ono of thy larger, shareholders, and 


tat many other leading public men, 


. ° F 
exercising cummanding influence over 


German policy, should be financially in- 
terested 1m ho prosperity of this vast or- 
ganisation, which supplied, a, one and 
tne same time, weapons for the army and 
aul types of ships for the navy, fro 
battleships to submarines The earlicst 
German submarines were built at the 
Krupp yard at Kiel, Subsidised by the 
Gouvernmont, whose officials were directly 
concerned in the size of the dividends 
paid, it sprend its tentacles throughout 
th, whule Empirc, owning its own coal 
and iron Mines, and supporting its own 
Press, if not, au there ig reason to believe, 
ity own members in the Reichatag. It 
possessed itg newspapers and its politi- 
cians, and thus iz fed the militarist Hames 
and excited German war passions.’ On 
the ove of the war a large proportion of 
tho men of any importance in the German 


‘] Empire wero interested, in ony way or 


another, in this firm, which wag regarded 
almost with veneration by the avernge 
German sa providing the sure founda 
tiong on which this militarist Empire, 
with ity policy of aggression, rested its 
hopea of wortd domination. After the 
war bad opened, Bonn. University odn- 
ferred the degree of Doctor on the present 
head of uht fru. bading him in effect ae 
the saviour of the Fatherland. 1o this 
country a Ministry of Munitions had ww 
be hurried!y created to cnable us to com 
duct the war by wea and by land; in 
Germany no sueh step bad to be taken, 
because Krupp's existed to feed tha fire 
whieb the Kaiecr had lighted. 
BARLY FAILURE OF EFFORT. 

The early days of the Krupp firm gave 
no promige of the great position which 
it wag afterwirds to attain under the 
fostering care of the Emperor William 
{1 Friedrich Krupp, itg founder, wat 
born in 1787, the ‘s0n of an insignificant 
merchant. Britain then held the ascend: 
ancy in the production of steel. Napo- 
léon’s Continental system ruined trade 
on the Continent for the time being, and, 
in 1811, Friedrich Krupp, having fallen 
in with the two brothers Kechel, who 
claimed that they had learnt the British 
seerct of manufwcture during their reaid. 


.Jence in our midsl, began experiments. 


Eventually a small steel 
started, power being supplied by 0 lite 
stream, whieh had an irritating way of 
running dry in summer and freezing in 
winter. But gtill, that was merely an in 
convenience, and Krupp had more serious 
troubles to worry him in quarrels with 
his partners, from whom «it last he broke 
away. He worked early and Jute, and 
in ionoliness, in supplying cast steel 
for various industriel purposes, and 
alowly his business grew, but only very 
plowly. He waa nut a little proud of 
hig tiny factory, and had laid bis plans 
for the future, when, in: 1826, be died, at 
the early age of 39. He left his widow 
a goodwill of small value, » macy of ‘debts, 
atee] producing craft of no great import. 
ance, and a son, Alfred, who was then 
little more than a lad. 

Tt must have seemed a hopeless task for 
this lonely woman to continue the vep.ure, 
and it would, indeed, have been a fool. 
hardy undertaking if Alfred Krupp had 
not early developed remarkable ‘business 
ability, good judgment, commercial 
‘acumen, and foresight. The Krupp 
family ‘had faith in the struggling con- 
corn, and supplied funds to enable the 
6rm to continue its cperations. Alfred 
Krupp advanced from one success to an- 
othor; hg revetled noteworthy {nitiative, 
branching out in any direction which 
seemed to offer promise of profits. He 
was not unobservant of the rising mili- 
tary spirit of the Prussians, and im 1847 
—almost exactly seventy years ago—he 
manufactured his first gun—a 3-pounder 
poop. Tho, weapon proved the lever 
y which he was to raiso his business to 
a position of world-wide eminence. At 
the Great Exhibition of 1851 in Hyde 
Park, ho surprised the world by exhibiting 
a aolid ingot of cast stecl weighing 2 
tons and without a flaw. Ho attracted 
the attention of the King of Prussia; he 
wan able to come to some sort of arrange: 
ment with Bessemer and Siomens, when 
those: man began the. revolution in steel 
manufacture; and in time beonme a great 
producer of ‘oruc ble steel. As he felt 

ts,foet, he began o look abrond.ag well 
a8 at bomo for orders, and. ho had an 
carly customer in Said Pasha, the apend- 
thrift Khedive of Egypt. 

GERMANY'S THREE WATS,

This will bring in India, and here one 
may look for an extension of the present 
Royal Indian Marine. During the war 
tho ban against native Indiane holding 
the King’s commission in the Army was 
removed. Ji stands to reason that the 
same bar uftoat will, in course of time, 
disnppear, and we may get an Indian 
Navy officered and manned by Indians, 
The central control of these scattered 
forces Will be the most difficult, problem 
to solve in the whele arrangement. Dur- 
ing the war aj] the Dominion naval forces 
eae under the orders of the Admiralty 
vnd forined part of the British Navy. 
I, seems probable that we may see the 
growth in tho next ten years of an 
imperial Admiralty, which will be re- 
sponsible to the Imperial Cabinet, and 
on the board of which there will be re- 
prieentatives of each of the Oversea 
navies, 
t is quite certain that colonial sea 
power is destined to develop. The linea 
along which it shal} proceed must be 
strategically sound, and for that reason 
students of naval warfare rejoice that, ao 
sound a atretegist as Lord Jellicoe has 
undertaken [he task of investigating the

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THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 
HOW THE COLLAPSE BEGAN. 
[BY A MARIASBIN, |. 


Tho heroic resistance of the Russian 
army in the Crimean War, in spite of 
unexampled sufferings and privations, 
opened for tho Russian people tho epoch 
of great reforms at the beginning of the 
reign of Aloxander II., and the liberation 
of thousands of peasants from serfdom. 
What the Russian army suffered during 
the war of 1877-78 iy well known. It was 
not the want of heroism .among ihe 
soldicrs, sailors, and officers that was the 
cause of the débicle of the army and of 
the destruction of the Russian fleet in 
the war with Japan. This collapse was 
due to the abominable crinies of those 
who had left the Russian army without 
arms and without equipment. The Rus- 
sian army bravely did more than its duty, 
and hundreds of thousands of heroes have 
bathed the battlefields of Manchuria with 
their blood; while thousands of others met 
a glorious death ai. the bottom of the sen. 
In this instance, again, the .enormous 
suffering of the Russian army, and navy 
largely helped in wresting, from the re- 
actionarics the famous manifesto of 
October, 1905, which marked an epoch in 


Russian history. Those who were prin- 


cipally guilty of these disastera have 


remained unpunished; they have learned | 


nothing and: forgotten nothing. 

But all the sufferings and martyrdom 
which the Russian army has experienced 
in the whole course of its history aro 
nothing in comparison with the final act 
of thie tragedy. A personal friend of 
Count Witte told me that the beginning 
of his disgrace was due to a too frank 
statement which he made one day ta the 
Tear, when he said: ‘You have neither 
the money nor the army for waging war 


anybody. "From that day the 
career of Witte was ended,

Russian generale like Dragomiroff, 
Alexeicff, Brussiloff, and many others 
were kept at A distance and under 
the suspicion of being too liberal.

JEW POGROMS IN POLAND. 
‘WHOLESALE. SLAUGHTER. 


Owing to the rumoury of massacres of 
Jews in some parts of Poland and 
Galicia, an inquiry was instituted, and 
the following authoritative report upon 
the matter has deen received by the Joint 
Foreign Committes of the Board of Do 
puties and the Anglo-Jewish Associa. 
tion: — 

The first signs of the pogrom movement 
became perceptible with the approach of 


the great general political crisis in the’ 


country, Although there is only an ex- 
tremely small percentage of Jews among 
workers, so that 
their influence in the Polish, labour inovo- 


ment is very small, the first proclama- 


J tious appearing ia Warsaw were directed 


against the Jews as those principally to 
blaine for all the calamities of the coun- 
try, and left no room for doubt ns to 
who were at the back of the whole pro- 
paganda, The Warsaw newspapers of 
October 14th published the contents of 
which ran as fol. 
lows: -- 

“Spurred on by Jewish gold, the 
Polish Social Democrats and the Jewish 
league in Poland are endeavouring to 
organise ruffianly Bolshevism... . They 
extol the ‘international dictatorship of” 


| the protetariat ' as the legitimate power. 


Poles, nudorstand what the Jews 

hereby desire, what the central commit- 
twe of the Socialist parties and similar 
organisations in which there is mol a 
single Polish worker are aiming at. 
The Jews are cautious, they know that 
the whole Polish peo| fe are filled with 
hatred against thea for their specula- 
tions and denunciations, for their assist- 
ance at the requigitions ... and desise 
to turn this hatred in another direction. 
. Defend courageously the national 
union! ‘Treat the Jewish agitators ns 
enemies of tho Fatherland! Down with 
the Jewish intriguers! Down with Bol- 
sheviem |, Long live the Polish . people 
and demvcratic, Few less Poland!" 


BRUTAL PROCLAM ATLON.. 


This proclamation was signed by “ the 
Army of Liberation.” At the same time 
a certain General Witold Orski, sign- 
ing his orders as Polish Comunander-in- 
Chief, issued proclamations demanding 
that Jews ‘be brought in as hostages: to 
Le shot in case of ' Bolshevik disturb- 
ances,’ In another Warsdw * leaflet: 
issued by an “ Exceutive Gommittes of 
the Polish Repulicans,’’ and signed by 
the ‘ President of the Spy Department,” 
it was said:
